• Continuing the present exemption 
from value added tax for 
agricultural products and the dozen 
staple foods (Ehrlich agreed) ; 

• Replacing the purchase tax with 
VAT 

In regard to the latter, Ehrlich 
said it had to be discussed by the 
competent authorities, but he 
favoured doing away with all but two 

taxes:. income tax and VAT. 

Later asked if this meant 
abolishing the travel tax, Ehrlich 

said “yes," but noted tbatit would be 

replaced with VAT. 

The Finance Minister stressed 
that he meant to cut the budget by 
several billion pounds. Asked if this 
meant doing away with subsidies, he 
said, 'This is not even a problem of 
.secondary financial .importance. I 
can't imagine doing away with all 
subsidies, but a decision in these 
matters should be taken in a few 
months.” He declined to say which 
other items would • be cut.

Chinese pilot flies 
Mig 19 to Taiwan 

TAIPEI — A squadron leader in the 
Chinese Air Force defected to 
Taiwan yesterday in his Mig-19 
fighter, and local radio reports said 
he was carrying important military 
documents. Military sources here 
said that the defection nearly 
triggered the first air battle between 
the Communists and Nationalists in 
18 years, when other Migs tried to in- 
tercept his plane. 

A Nationalist Chinese military 
spokesman said the pilot, named as 
Fan Yuan-yen, 41, w as sale after his 
mid-afternoon flight across the 
Taiwan .Straits from -the. eastern. 
Chinese province of Fukien. 

The Central News Agency (CNA) 
reported that on landing at the * 
southern Taiwanese air base of 
Tainan, the pilot said of Qjina: "Life 
there Is miserable. I can't stand it 
any longer." . ■

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
last night called on the leaders of 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria to Join in a 
“political artmistlce” before going to 
a renewed Geneva conference; and 
to refrain from telling each other 
about what constitute borders and 
national security in the region. 

"If they continue to make such 
statements in the months ahead, our 
only conceivable response is that we 
will tell them where are our boun- 
daries, what Is our national security, 
and where lies the future of our 
children.” ' 

The prime minister was ad- 
dressing the 80th national convention 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America at the Binyenei Ha’ooma in 
Jerusalem. The ZOA’s 1,000 
delegates, along with thousands of 
tourists and immigrants, gave Begin 
frequent standing ovations. 

Responding to statements by 
Egyptian President ■ Anwar Sadat 
this week that his country would 
retaliate against Israel If it used 
atomic bombs. Begin said: “Israel 
will not threaten any one... we wish 
the Egyptian people well." 

Begin, addressing himself to U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter said: “I 
hope Mr. Carter will order the mov- 
ing of the U.S. Embassy to 
Jerusalem. Jerusalem was a 
capital." he declared, “long before 
London, Paris and Brussels. Why 


should it be the only such place 
without an American embassy?" 

The ZOA. claiming 120.000 
members and established soon after 
the first World Zionist Congress in 
Basel 80 years ago, is affiliated to the 
General Zionist Movement. 

Senator Robert Dole. Gerald 
Ford's vice -presidential candidate in 
the last election, said he fully agrees 
with Prime Minister Be gin’s depic- 
tion of the West Bank as “liberated 
territory, not occupied territory." 

The Kansas Republican added: “If 
Israel wishes to relinquish all or part 
of the West Bank by negotiations, 
that is her right. It is not her 
obligation." 

Senator Dole said: "Let us not de- 
fend Israel's so called conquests, but 
let us not also defend Arab con- 
quests.” 

Jerusalem, said the senator, is 
historically and legally a Jewish ci- 
ty, and "in the search for a solution, 
whatever else may be negotiable, 
the Capital of Israel clearly is not." 

Israel's return to the pre-1967 
borders would Jeopardize her 
security. “The inescapable truth is 
that these borders led not to peace 
but to war." 

President Jimmy Carter, in a 
special message to the convention, 
said both Israel and the U.S. desire 
peace. “1 assure you of my ad- 
ministration's commitment to the 
security of Israel and to the realiza- 
tion of our shared goal of peace.” he

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday began putting the 
finishing touches on the Middle East 
peace formulas which he will discuss 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter in 
Washington in ten days. 

During the day, the Premier had a 
long conference with Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman. Hie three 
were expected to meet again before 
Begin presents his detailed peace 
concepts to a special cabinet 
meeting next week, on the eve of his 
departure to the U.S. 

Officials in Jerusalem declined to 
disclose information on Begin's 
deliberations with Dayan and Welz- 
man. However, they are understood 
to have touched on Israel's position 
on the specific components of the 
Middle East conflict, including the 
question of peace treaties, 
withdrawals and the future of Judea, 
Samaria, and the Gaza Strip. - 
Informed sources said that Begin 
had devoted considerable time to 
analyzing policy statements made 
by President Jimmy Carter at his 
meeting with American Jewish 
leaders on Wednesday. Begin and 
Dayan are due to hear a full report 
on that meeting today from Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler. Chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of Ma- 
jor American Jewish Organizations, 
who arrived last night together with 
the Conference Director-General, 
Yehuda Heilman. 

Preliminary reports indicated 
general satisfaction among the 
American Jewish leaders with’ 
Carter's pronouncements, especially 
those reasserting Washington's Iden- 

Christian rejects 
call by PLO lor 
truce in south 

BEIRUT (UPD. — A high-ranking 
Christian official yesterday rejected 
a Palestine Liberation Organization 
offer of a cease-fire in southern 
Lebanon. 

"A cease-fire alone 'will not stop 
the fighting and will not do any 
good," said Karim Pakradounl. head 
of the Phalangist Party's political 
bureau. 

However, he proposed a 
withdrawal by all rival factions to 
positions 15 kilometres from the 
Lebanese-Israell border. 

On Tuesday, the PLO had 
suggested through the intermediary 
of a Shi a Moslem group representing 
villagers in southern Lebanon that 
the terrorists would lay down their 
arms in the battle-scarred region if 
the Christians in the south did the 
same.

The same reports, however, 
reflected apprehension by some 
Jewish leaders over Carter's 
prescription for Israeli pullbacks 
towards tbe pre-1967 frontiers and 
for a "Palestinian homeland or en- 
tity" being presented as an 
"American policy." Fears were ex- 
pressed that Carter’s stance on these 
two Issues were raising the expec- 
tations of the Arabs, who. if 
frustrated, might impede the 
progress toward a negotiated peace. 

Tbe same leaders are said to have 
been particularly disturbed by 
Carter's stance on the question of 
defence, which involves arms 
supplies and the Israeli co- 
production and sale of weapons un- 
der U.S. licence. They noted that 
there was no sign of a change in the 
U.S. Administration's attitude on 
these issues, in spite of the fact that 
Congress had placed Israel in the 
same “special-relationship" 
category that formal allies of the 
U.S. enjoy. 

Carter is also seen as having dealt 
Israel a rebuff by his second denial 
of Israel's request to sell Ecuador 24 
Kfir fighter-bombers equipped with 
American engines. The request had 
originally been de.nied last 
February, on the grounds of what 
was described as pure American 
strategic and economic con- 
siderations.

WASfflNGTON. — The U.S. is not 
expected to reach a final decision on 
Israel's pe n di n g “request for co- 
production rights to the F-lfi fighter 
bomber and other military items 
before Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin's visit to Washington later this 
month, U.S. officials disclosed 

yesterday. 

They said that this controversial 
Issue 'would be discussed in con- 
siderable detail during the Begin 
talks with President Jimmy Carter, 
scheduled for July 19-20. 

They pointed out that nearly all of 
the related branches of the U.S. 
government — including the Pen- 
tagon and the State Department — 
have made recommendations 

on the co-production of the F-16, but 
the final decision would have to be 
made by the President. 

Within the Pentagon there is a con- 
sensus that Israel should receive 
some co-production rights, but 
nowhere as Mgh a percentage as 
Israel Is requesting, the officials 
said. 

The issue of co-production of the F- 
10' was not raised directly with 
Carter during a meeting Wednesday 
with American Jewish leaders. But 
they did raise the issue with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance dur- 
ing a preliminary, session Wednes- 
day at the White House. 

Vance, who said that the U.S ; was 
currently supplying Israel with a 
83b. arms pipeline and would do 
everything necessary to see Israel 


rca-.ain militarily securl, would say 
only that the co-production requests 
were being fully studied. 

The President also gave a strong 
statement of support for Israel's 
security needs, but did not get into 
specifics. He gave his word “as a 
man" that he would never do to 
Israel what he charged former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
had done during the six-month 1975 
"reassessment" — withhold arms 
from Israel for political purposes. 

White House officials yesterday 
were generally pleased with the 
reaction from the Jewish leadership 
to the meeting. They feel that the 
President successfully allayed many 
concerns, especially on the matter of 
the definition of peace. 

Jewish leaders at the session were 
cautious yesterday in assessing the 
meeting. They said that the Presi- 
dent had in fact made very reassur- 
ing statements, but they noted that 


similar statements had been made in 
the past. 

White House counsel Robert 
Lipshutz yesterday described the 
meeting with the Jewish leadership 
as having been "very constructive." 
He said that it allowed the Jewish 
leadership to receive "a much fuller 
understanding" of the Ad- 
ministration's Middle East policies. 

Lipshutz, who participated in the 
meeting, also said that the Jewish 
leaders had an opportunity to ex- 
press their, concerns and interests 
directly to the President, and this 
was useful. 

Addressing the Overseas Writers 
Club, Lipshutz declined to go into 
details on the U.S. policy toward the 
Middle East, explaining that Carter 
has called for a moratorium on such 
statements until after the Begin 
visit. 

Ironically, Carter himself had 
broken that moratorium by opening

Likud wants to join 
Histadrut coalition

TEL AVIV. — The Likud faction in 
the Histadrut yesterday said It 
wishes to join the Alignment-led 
coalition, but Secretary-General 
Yeruhaxn Menhel replied that he 
wishes to consult his party 
colleagues first. 

The Likud's Daniel Nahmani 
made the request at a ceremony in 
which the officially certified June 21 
election results were presented to 
Meahel. Nahmani said his faction 
had decided to tell Meahel to “stop 
calling us Opposition. I want you to 
call me coalition." 

Nahmani told The Jerusalem Post 
that the fact that the Likud heads the 
government will not stop him, as a 
workers' representative, from join- 
ing the Histadrut In opposing govern- 


ment policies when warranted. 

The Labour Alignment won 66.03 
per cent of the votes, and does not 
need the Likud to form a majority. 

Mfishel said he will include Likud 
members In the delegations that will 

conduct negotiations with the 
government, and in all other 
Histadrut activities. But he was 
evasive on coopting Likud delegates 
in the labour federation's supreme 
Centra] Committee. Pressed by 
reporters, Meahel said to Na hm a n i: 
“I don't have the authority to tell you 
yes or no. If this is your formal re- 
quest — I'll bring it to the authorised 
bodies." 

Nahmani replied the request was 
formal.

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Anti-Semitism forces AJC 
to shut down in Argentina 



NEW YORK (AP) . — The American 
Jewish Committee said yesterday it 
was closing its office in Buenos Aires 
because of anti-Semitism and 
threats against the life of Its Argen- 
tine envoy. 

Richard Maas, the Committee 
president, said the office would not 
be reopened unless the Argentine 
government takes strong measures 
against anti-Semitism and arrests 
those who harrassed and threatened 
the envoy. 

Maas blamed the threats made 
against the life of envoy Jacobo

Judge: Halacha too deep in civil law 


Special to The Jerusalem Post 
. . The Imposition of religious law on 
ail Jewish Israeli marriages and 
divorces has made Hajacha an ob- 
ject' of "contempt,’ ridicule' and 
hatred," Supreme Court Justice 
Haim Cohn said yesterday. 

Justice Cohn pleaded for *‘a 
courageous rabbi who, in the spirit of 
Rabbi Gershon of Mainz, will stand 
up and bring to Halacha the progress 
and change of which it has been 
capable in the past and which it must 
continue to find in the future." 

Addressing the 13th annual 
American Jewish Congress- 
sponsored "Dialogue" symposium in 
the Van Leer Institute in Jerusalem, 
Justice Cohn said: "Too many 
Israelis fail to see the beauty of 
Halacha. People see only the 
hardship and suffering that result 
from the curtailment of fundamental 
human rights when Halacha deter- 
mines family relations of those who 
do not wish to be bound by it." 

Th e symposium heard a number of 
speakers who urged changes in the 
Halacha to include recognition of 
"new perceptions in human rights."

pain," asserted that those who 
defended the imposition of Halacha 
on Israeli law did so in a way that un- 
dermined respect for it. 

"We must find new interpretations 
to Halacha that would be true to the 
Jewish impulse toward universality 
and human equality," Rabbi 
Greenberg said.

said. "The ties between Israel and 
the U.S. are strong, deep and en- 
during." 

In a tough-sounding address in 
Hebrew, English and Yiddish, ZOA 
President Rabbi Joseph Sterasteln 
declared his organization's "ap- 
proval and endorsement of Jewish 
settlement In Judea and Samaria." 
Refraining from such settlement, he 
said, “will not buy goodwill or favour 
from our enemies, nor should it 
make enemies of our friends." 

Sterns tein accused elements In the 
State Department and other officials 
of the Carter Administration of play- 
ing a “devious game" in the course 
of recent negotiations. 

“It seems that the State 
Department's machinations ore 
coupled with brandishing the recent 
Brookings Report as ‘God's own 
word' on Middle East policy.” 

Also mentioning the Rogers plan, 
Sternstein said that all of these plans 
would “result In the emasculation of 
Israel's security." 

Among those, attending were 
President Ephraim Katzir, U.S. Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis (whom con- 
vention chairman Jacques Tore- 
zvner introduced by saying he hopes 
Lewis will soon be Ambassador In 
Jerusalem, which caused Lewis to 
smile broadly), several cabinet 
ministers and Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kbllek. 


Professor Milton Friedman con- 
cluded Us two-hour meeting with 
members of the Knesset Finance and 
Fopn ffiTwitt committees in Jerusalem 
yesterday with a succinct summary 
of his economic theory — “there is 
no such thing as a free lunch." 

The con tr o v e r sial U.S. economist, 
here to receive an Honorary Doc- 
torate from the Hebrew University, 
aired . his views on the full range of 
Israel’s current economic problems. 

The .Government Press Office, 
reporting on the meeting, noted that 
he was adamant that the country’s 
current Inflation could only be curb- 
ed by limiting monetary growth by 
cutting down public expenditure. 
Likewise, be strongly recommended 
that the government should reduce 
Its involvement in the economy, 
should relinquish foreign-currency 
controls, and should do away with te- 
nant protection. He stressed, 
however, that these moves need not 
necessarily be made at once, but 
could be Introduced gradually. 

As for the problem of 
"stagflation" (inflation accom- 
panied by lack of economic growth) , 
Prof. Friedman said everything 
possible should be done to reduce 
"concealed unemployment" and to 
redeploy workers in more produc- 
tive sectors of the economy. He 
suggested that the current tenant 
and job-protection ,lawa prevented 
the mobility necessary for such 
redeployment. He noted that a law 
against dismissal was. In fact, a law 
against employment — because if an 
employer finds It difficult to fire one 
employee, he will be reluctant to hire 
a new one. 


Prof. Friedman was also strongly 
opposed to the system of subsidies, 
and said that if subsidies must be 
paid, they should be paid openly. Aid 
to development ares* should he in 
the form of grants rather than, un- 
linked loans, he said, noting that 
while tMs would inflate budgetary 
figures. It would not burden the 
budget significantly in real terms. 

Prof. Friedman did not believe 
that freeing the exchange rate would 
affect tofia*t«n, . noting that It would, 
however, encourage exports without 
the need for the present recourse to 
tax benefits tor exporters — a prac- 
tice of which he strongly disap- 
proves. 

As for the question of economic in- 
dependence, he belie vea that this Is a 
myth, and countries like Israel 
would be better advised to develop to 
their utmost their economic ties with 
other countries, thereby creating 
what he called a "mutual in- 
terdependence." 

At the end of the meeting, the 
chairman of the finance committee, 
Shlomo Lorincx (Agudat Yisrael), 
said he doubted that it was possible 
to summarize the theory of 
economics in a two-hour meeting as 
Hill el summed up the Tara in a 
single phrase: "What la hateful unto 
youdo not do unto your fellow man — 
that is the sum of the whole Tora. 
The rest is elaboration: go and learn 
it." 

Friedman rose to the challenge 
with a neat parody of- the learn- 
ed sage: "There is no such thing as a 
free lunch — that is the sum of 
economic theory, the rest is 
elaboration.” 


Bomb suspects released 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
PET AH TTKVA. — Police had releas- 
ed all suspects by last night In con- 
nection with Wednesday’s explosion 
at the local municipal vegetable 
market, in which one person was kill- 
ed and 20 others were wounded. 
About 100 Arabs who were in the 
vicinity at the time had. been held lor 
questioning. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization has said that its agents 
planted the bomb. 

The victim of the explosion, Tzfia 
Galili, was buried yesterday in 
Petah Hkva. Interior and Police 
Minister Yosef Burg, representing 
the Prime Minister, delivered a 
eulogy stressing the tragic fact that 
Mrs. Galili, a Russian immigrant 
and wife of an aliya activist, had 
died in the country where she came 
to rebuild her life. On its way to the 
cemetery, the long funeral cortege 
passed through the streets of Petah 
Tikva, stopping outside the Central 
Synagogue, where Mrs. Galfii's son 
Said kaddia h . 


Nine of the wounded ore stiH being': 
treated at Beflinaou Hospital, three ' 
reported, in serious condition. One of 
the latter Is a young man from 
Nablus wham police have discounted 
as a suspect because marketplace 
people vouch tor Urn.

Nathan Lewin, an attorney and a 
U.S. Orthodox leader, counterat- 
tacked by asserting that Halacha 
had been "centuries ahead” of other 
legal systems in terms of 
humanitarian principles and human 
rights.

HAIFA. — Teehnion Professor 
Michael Poreh yesterday described 
as "unacceptable" an Israel Elec- 
tric Corporation report on the ex- 
pected environmental effect of the 
coal-fired power station it Is now 
building at Hadera. 

He noted that the ILLm. study 
must be considered "completely 
one-sided," since it was made by the 
IEC itself, without an independent 
check of Its data or conclusions. The 
report said the station would haveno- 
ad verse effect on the environment. 

The first of the station's four 
generating units Is slated to .start 
operating in 1980. 

Prof. Poreh, a specialist in en- 
vironmental fluid mechanics, was 
asked by The Jerusalem Post to 
comment on a symposium held at 
the Tfel Aviv Medical School on Tues- 
day. Speakers. Including IEC 
representatives, said that the station 
would not exceed the air-pollution 
limits laid down by the Israel Stan- 
dards Institute. 

He reported that he himself had 
made a superficial study of the IEC 
report, "and I dispute some of its fin- 
dings." But he said he would have to 
make an exhaustive check of the fin- 
dings in order to present an abjective

critique. He said he had asked the 
Interior Ministry's Environmental 
Protection Service for a 1X100,000 
budget to make an objective check of 
the report, but the funds were un- 
available. 

"We are in the anomalous 
position where the IEC spends a. 
large sum. of the public's money to. 
prepare a one-sided report, in order 
to show that its new multi-milUon- 
pound power station will have no 
adverse environmental Impact; but 
we are unable to get a small fraction 
of that sum to check the study," he 
said. Fonper Finance Minister 
Yehoahu&Rabinowitz had denied the 
Environmental Service's re- 
quest for IL100,000 to - check the 
Report, and he hoped that the new 
minister would provide the funds. 

Prof. Poreh also took exception to 
the theoretical models on which the 
IEC study was based. He said there 
were "very large differences" in the 
results depending an the type of 
model used. Furthermore, ex- 
perience had shown that theoretical 
models were very inexact. (Accor-

ding to a previous study by the IEC 
the Re acting D station should havenc;' 
adverse environmental effect.) 

As far as he could judge, the model 
used tor the study had not taken Into 
account at all .the effect of the prox- 
imity of the sea tb the new station. 

'The proper procedure would be 
tor an Independent check of the IEC 
study," he stressed. 

He noted that in. Ms Teehnion 
department of civil engineering con- 
struction had just started on a wind 
tunnel, to be completed by 
November, which would make possi- 
ble a study based on a physical 
model of the station and 
meteorological conditions at its site. 

It would be possible to intltute 
"dynamic management" of the 
station's operation. Forecasts from V. 
tiie Meteorogical Service would be “• 
used to predict pollution effects on a 
day-to-day basis. "Then we would be 
able to -order a changeover from coal 
to low-sulphur oil fuel tor those days > 
on which adverse conditions, such as £ 
a meteorogical inversion, were ex- £

the esteem in which he is held both

as a scientist and aa a man.” 
During the press conference: a 
telephone call came through from 


Levich In Moscow. In excellent 
English, he aaid that leaving the 
Soviet Union was "a question of life 
and death for me. My life here is im- 
possible both as a scientist and as a 
human being. I am cut off from 
every kind of scientific life.” 

I asked him If he feared any reper- 
cussions as a result of the seminar. 
His wife, Tanya, took the phone and 
answered: “I am afraid of renewed 
danger far my husband. But he will 
not stop fighting, even if he is 
persecuted." 

Professor Brian Spalding, 
organizer of the seminar, ended the 
conversation by assuring the 
Leviches that the struggle on their 
behalf by the international scientific 
community also would not' cease. 

Levich first applied to emigrate to 
Israel in 1972. Since then, he has 
been dismissed from his post at 
Moscow University. His two sons 
and their wives left for Israel in 
April, 1975.

NEWSMAN MEETS ARAB TERRORIST CONVICTS 


Gaza: Not one prisoner was tortured 


Palestinian terrorist prisoners, permitted for the 
first time by Israel to meet freely with journalists, 
have alleged beatings maltreatment on *nd 
immediately after arrest, but none claimed to 
have undergone actual torture. 

The prisoners were speaking last week with the 
' agreement of Israeli prison aut horitie s, but outside 
their earshot — to a cameraman from Use new&rfQm 
agency, visnews, and myself. We were the first 
newsmen permitted to participate In such an en- 
counter. , 

The meeting took place in Gaza prison and I was 
freely permitted by authorities to choose at ran- 
dom former active members of terrorist groups we 
wished to speak to. 

Israeli authorities have strongly denied the tor- 
ture allegations and said "The Sunday Times" Mfl 
declined to have them checked* 

I spoke to close to 20 prisoners during the course 
of a six-hour visit to the jail. This is what they said, 
followed by the reaction of Israeli to 

whom I relayed the allegations. 

Most of the prisoners I spoke to said they were 
manhandled by the troops who arrested them. 
Israeli military sources make no bones about ad- 
mitting that actual arrest can be rough, since 
many of the suspected are armed, hard-core 
terrorists and try to shoot their way out of ambush. 

A good number of those I spoke to said they were 
"beaten to make them talk during subsequent in- 
terrogation. Only one prisoner said the alleged 
beatings had left permanent effects on him and 
that his hearing since deteriorated. 

The prisoners were delighted to tell their stories 
to the outside world and said they considered 
themselves soldiers. One said: "The Israelis too 
treated me as they considered me — they treated 
me as an enemy.” 

Israeli police sources said beatings were against 
regulations and that the prisoners had every 
latitude to complain either to courts or to the Red 
Cross. 

"I have personally handled many of these com- 
plaints,” one source told me at National Police - 
Headquarters. "In 95 per cent of the cases, we 
found the prisoners were lying. In the other five 
per cent, we took action against the officers in-

volved. Their punishments are known and have 
been published in the press.” 

Some of the prisoners complained that they had 
been made to stand against walls with hoods over 
their heads for long periods while questions put to 
them were punctuated by blows on the back or but- 
tocks. One man said he had been left manacled 
naked. 

"Again, all these treatments are absolutely 
banned," the police source said. “Certainly, in- 
terrogators who sometimes have only a short 
period to prevent a terror action against civilians, 
which we know Is planned but not for when, are not 
going to treat men who proudly admit to being 
killers to VIP treatment. 

“But torturing Is Just not our system. It's theirs. 
We have a case where one of their follow Arabs, 
suspected of collaborating with us, was slowly 
roasted over an open Ore to make Mm talk," the 
source said. 

The most serious charges were levelled by Dr. 
Mohammed Rashad Musmar, who unlike the other 
prisoners does not consider himself an active par- 
ticipant in a war and feels his eight-year sentence 
is unjustified. Dr. Musmar, in his mid-40s, is con- 
siderably older and better educated than most of 
the other prisoners. 

Dr. Musmar, a Gaza surgeon, was the only 
prisoner comp l ai n ing of maltreatment who agreed 
to be identified in this story. He further agreed, at 
my suggestion, to outline his allegations to Israeli 
officers present, adding: ”1 am fair, there are no 
reprisals to be feared here." 

Dr. Musmar was first arrested for terrorist ac- 
tivities in 1971. He was released after two years but 
later was tried a second time on similar charges. 
He was charged with illegal possession of arms 
and hiding three terrorists under his house; and 


was sentenced to eight years In prison. 

Dr. Musmar gave the following 1 account In the 
prison director's office, seated face-to-face with 
an Israeli captain who often attends prisoner In- 
terrogations: 

“On the first occasion I was arrested, in 1971, 
questioning took a long time, about four months. I 
was first questioned here in Gaza, then In $ara- 
fand. then in Ashkelon, back here to Gaza and 
finally to Jalaxna. It was In Jalama that I was bad- 
ly maltreated. I was beaten, stripped.” 

Earlier, Dr. Musmar told me that women 
members of his family bad been slapped to make 
him talk. When I asked him about tortures such as 
those outlined in “The Sunday Times," Dr. 
Musmar said: “To me, nothing more happened 
that what I have described." 

Much of our questioning of Dr. Musmar and the 
other prisoners dealt with what the British 
newspaper had called techniques which placed 
Israeli practice well into the realm of torture. 
These included sexual assaults and electric 
shocks. 

Despite repeated questions on this, the only men- 
tion X heard of sexual assaults was of cases of rape 
between male non-security prisoners. 

All the prisoners said they had not been tortured 
by electricty. 

When I asked if he knew of any "third degree" 
(severe torture). Dr. Musmar replied: “I do not 
know. ..but I think that interrogations with 
maltreatment and severe beatings are almost 
always present." 

Accusations of such treatments were made by 
Gaza residents at the height of the active terrorist 
campaign in the Gaza Strip from 1969 to 1971. 
Several Israeli officers were discreetly court- 
marti ailed then. 

The Gaza Strip has been generally calm since. 
The- last terrorist incident was nearly 10 months 
ago. 

Dr. Musmar said the interrogators he en- 
countered at the time were difficult tq identify 
since they used Arabic nicknames among 
themselves.

The two other detainees are Hanna 
Harati, an employee of the Educa- 
tion Ministry's examinations divi- 
sion, and a 17-year-old boy.

U.S. wants drug pedlar extradited 


Attorney-General G&vrlel Bach' 
has asked the Jerusalem District 
Court to order the arrest of an Israel 
citizen who escaped from an 
American prison in 1975 while ser- 
ving a five-year sentence for drug 
peddling, arid whose extradition has 
been requested by the U.S. Govern- 
ment. 

Nuriel Nurieli was convicted in 
New York in March 1975 on a charge 
of conspiring with nine others to im- 
port and distribute in the U.S. large 
quantities of cocaine and hashish. He 
was sent to a Federal prison, but 
managed to escape after serving just 


five months of his term, turning up in 
Israel in May this yea r. 

The extradition request, which 
was signed by the U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, noted that 
Nurieli is required to face a charge 
filed against him in Springfield. 
Illinois. The request has not yet been 
discussed by the Jerusalem District 
Court, but the Attorney-General said 
Wednesday that hehad asked that 
Nurieli be detained while the ex- 
tradition process is being completed 
in view of the serious nature of his 
crime and the fact that he is an es- 
caped convict. (Itim)

racing to guard Belize 


LONDON /UPI). — Britain la 
rushing troop reinforcements to her 
tiny Central American colony of 
Belize to head off a threatened inva. 
Sion by Guatemala, radio reports 
here said yesterday. 

The reports carried by the BBC 
and independent radio news said 20 
Royal Air Force VC-10 troop 
transports carrying troops for Belize 
passed through Bermuda, another 
British colony, every two minutes. 

The Foreign Office and the 
Defence Ministry refused confirma- 
tion or denial. 

"We never comment on reports of 
operational troop movements." a 
Defence Ministry spokesman said. 

The same reports said a British 
frigate armed with anti-aircraft mis- 
siles is standing by off the coast of 
Belize. 

Belize, the former British Hon- 
duras, has a population of 125,000, 

mostly blacks. It is Britain's last 
remaining colonial possession on the 
American continent. 

The colony wants independence 
from Britain. But neighbouring 
Guatemala has contended for nearly 
150 years that the territory should 
belong to her. 

Belize has said she wants in- 


dependence only after settlement of 
the d ispute with Guatemala and only 
with effective guarantees by Britain 
against a Guatemalan invasion after 
a British pullout. Britain is reluctant 
to give such an open-ended 
guarantee - 

Foreign Office Minister of State 
Ted Roup flew to Washington on 
Tuesday and began a new round of 
talks there Wednesday on the dis- 
pute with Guatemalan Foreign 
Minister Adolfo Molina Or antes. 
Belize Premier George Price also 
took part. 

U.S. officials said It would be 
"miraculous" if the two countries 
reached a solution during their 
Washington meetings. They said the' 
best that could be expected is agree- 
ment on a date for further 
negotiations. 

Asked about reports from Belize 
that Guatemala is mobilizing troops 
and Great Britain beefing up Its 
forces there, the officials said the 
next three days are critical. But they 
declined to speculate as to what 
could happen in the area. 

They also said the U.S. role has 
been limited to talking to both sides 
to "prevent the situation from 
spiralling out of control." 


UK pay demands imperil 
Labour-Liberal alliance 


LONDON TAP). ■— Britain’s split 
Labour Party on Wednesday suf- 
fered a blow in its attempts to keep 
in power with only a minority hold on 
Parliament when the country’s 
largest union voted not to undertake 
a third year of pay restraints. 

The union’s decision has renewed 
speculation that the middle-of-the- 
road Liberal Party, which has only 
13 seats in the 335-seat House of Gam- 
mons, might end its alliance with the 
310-seat Labour Party, and force 
Prime Minister James Callaghan's 
government to resign. 

The 1.9 million member Transport 
and Ge neral Workers Union 
(TGWTJ) ignored the pleas of its 
moderate leader. Jack Jones, and 
demanded "a return to unfettered 
collective bargaining from August 
2 ." 

The TGW’s vote, held at their an- 
nual convention on the Isle of Man. 
comes on the heels of Tuesday's 
meeting of the 262,000-member 
National Union of Mineworkers, who 
are demanding up to £135 (about 
1122,300) a week for top-paid coal-face 


workers, around twice the present 
wage. 

Labour is basing much of its plans 
for economic recovery on achieving 
a third year for its wage restraint 
policies. Callaghan has said a third 
year is vital if Inflation, currently 
running at 17.1 per cent a year, is to 
be reduced. 

Bargaining between the govern- 
ment and leaders of the Trades 
Union Congress, which represents' 
most unions, to try to thrash out 
terms for a third year of pay 
restraint is reported to have been 
. tough. The TUC is fighting to ease 
the present restrictions on wage 
rises while the government is 
fighting to retain enough of the 
policy's teeth to tackle inflation. 

But as the government is trying to 
rein in the TUC on the one hand, 
political and economic observers 
here were arguing on Wednesday 
that the Liberals give the distinct im- 
pression that they would not wish to 
share the inevitable unpopularity 
that would be the lot of a Labour 
government. 


Israeli moves into chess lead 


AMSTERDAM (AP). — Vladimir 
Uberzon of Israel won his eighth- 
round game and took the lead in the 
Grandmasters* group of the 17th An- 
nual IBM Chess Tournament 
Wednesday. 

. The Israeli grandmaster was 
pitted against U.S. veteran Samuel 
Re s he v sky and played black from a' 
Sicilian Defence. He maintained a 
minimal advantage throughout the 
middle game but was still far from 
winning when Reahevsky blundered 
and had to resign at his 38th move. 

Britain’s Anthony Miles, who 
'shared the lead with Liberzon and 
American grandmaster Lubosh 
Kavalek after the seventh round, 
went down with black against 
Holland's Jan-Hela Donner and fell 
back to a shared third place. Donner, 
who celebrated his 50th birthday and 
received an ovation before the start 
of Wednesday’s l action, captured a 
gambit pawn early in the game, 
hung on to it and won after two full 
sessions and 77 moves. 


Kavalek played white but agreed 
to a draw against Hungary's An dr as 
Adorjan after only 25 moves from a 
king's Indian Defence. Kavalek is 
now in second place, half a point 
behind Liberzon.

Rhodesia talks stall 


LUSAKA. Zambia (AP). — Talks 
between the Anglo-American 
negotiation team and nationalist 
Patriotic Front leaders ended In 
deadlock yesterday because of 
differences of approach to a Rhode- 
sian settlement. 

Joshua Nkomo, co-leader of the 
Patriotic Front, said after a two- 
hour meeting: “We cannot agree to 
the British government’s latest 
proposals to hold a constitutional 
conference until the British govern- 
ment has been successful in remov- 
ing the causes of war In Rhodesia." 

Nkomo said he told John Graham, 
a British senior envoy, and Stephen 
Low. the U.S. ambassador to Zam- 
bia, that in order to remove the 
causes of the war in Rhodesia. Bri- 
tain should “visibly indicate that 
they are prepared to hand over 
power to the Patriotic Front." 


No agreement could be reached 
with the Anglo-American team 
because of “certain differences of 
approach" to the Rhodesia question, 
Nkomo said. 

Nkomo said verbal agreement was 
reached on certain aspects of the 
new Anglo-American proposal for 
the Rhodesian constitutional talks 
leading to majority rule. 

But, Nkomo said, what is impor- 
tant now is to grant the oppressed 
masses in Rhodesia their in- 
dependence. 

He said "a beautiful constitution 
without independence" was useless. 
The U.S. and Britain favour having 
these rights guaranteed in writing in 
a constitution before Independence. 

Graham and Low left yesterday 
afternoon for Salisbury for talks with 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. 


Bhutto, rivals to be freed before poll 


RAWALPINDI (Reuter). — Former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar All Bhutto 
and other political leaders detained 
in a military coup on Tuesday will be 
set free before Pakistan holds 
general ^elections In October, a 
military spokesman said Here ^ yester-

They would be permitted to 
resume political activity in advance 
of the election period, but cam- 
paigning would be restricted to a 
maximum of one month, he added. 

Pakistan's new martial law ad- 
ministrators will “very soon" an- 
nounce arrangements for the elec- 
tion, the spokesman said. The exact 
date for the polls has not yet been fix- 
ed. 

Two top opposition politicians 
yesterday c ailed for the trial of Bhut- 
to. The PIr of Pigaro, the most senior 
opposition leader still at liberty after 
the takeover, told Reuter in air Inter- 
view that Bhutto should be tried In 


open court "for crimes against the 
community, the country and in- 
dividuals." 

Muhammad Haneef R&may, 
former. Chief Minister of Punjab 
province and a bitter critic of Bhut- 
toT also said in -a press statement 
after hls releaze from prison yester- 
day that there should bean open trial 
of Bhutto and “his accomplices" for 
what he called the rigging of national 
elections in March and other mis- 
deeds. 

Bhutto is being held in what the 
army describes as temporary 
protective custody at Murree. a hill 
resort near the Kashmir border. 
Most of Pakistan's principal opposi- 
tion leaders are also being held in 
government guest houses at Murree. 

The newspaper "Nawal Waqt" 
yesterday said Bhutto had been in- 
formed of the military takeover a 
fea> minutes before 2 a.m. on Tues- 
day.

Rightist Turks 
to restore old 
coalition 


ANKARA (UPI). — Premier- 
designate Suleyman Demicel an- 
nounced agreement in principle 
yesterday to reconstructing the 
right-wing coalition that ruled 
Turkey for two years before the June 
5 general elections. 

Demirel, 52. leader of the conser- 
vative Justice Party, made the an- 
nouncement after meeting with 
Nccmettin Erbakan, leader of the 
pro-Moslem National Salvation Par- 
ty, which holds the balance of power 
in tbe newly elected National 
Assembly. 

Demirel, who has served three 
previous terms as premier, bad 
already, been assured of the support 
of the neo-fascist National Action 
Party. 

Tbe three parties bold a total of 229 
seats in the 450-member assembly. 

They joined forces on Sunday to 
defeat the short-lived moderately 
leftist minority government of 
Bulent Ecevit in a vote of no- 
confidence. 

Following the vote. President 
Fahri Koruturk asked Demirel to 
form a government. 


‘Urban terrorist’ 
arrested by KGB 


MOSCOW. — Die KGB announced 
yesterday that they have arrested a 
man for setting off an explosion in - 
Moscow, a rare disclosure of urban 
terrorism in the Soviet Union: . 

The announcement transmitted by 
Taas news agency, said the bomb ex- 
ploded on June 11 in a taxicab out- 
side the Sovletskaya Hotel, which is 
on a main thoroughfare outside the 
city’s centre. 

Tass said the arrested man, who 
was-not identified, confessed respon- 
sibility for the explosion and blamed 
it on “low motives.” 

The explosion at the Sovletskaya, 
where many Westerners stay on 
business trips, had not been_ reported 
in.the Soviet. press. .

U.S. Neutron bomb already tested 


LAS VEGAS (UPT). — The neutron 
bomb already has been exploded un- 
der the Nevada desert, according to 
sources close to the U.S. nuclear 
weapons testing programme. 

At least one neutron bomb has 
been detonated at the Nevada test 
site US kms north of Las Vegas, the 
sources confirmed late on Wednes- 
day. 

One expert familiar with the 
programme declined to say whether 
there had been more than one test, or 
how long testing of the bomb has 
been under way. 

The White Bouse said Wednesday 
that President Garter plans to decide 
in mid-August whether to go ahead 
with production of the radiation 
warhead, centre of a dispute in 
Congress. 

A dozen or more nuclear warheads 
a year are exploded at the test site, 
and the explosions have become 
almost routine in the lightly pop- 
ulated desert area. 

Since a treaty with the USSR out- 


lawed tests in the atmosphere many 
yeans ago. all U.S. nuclear tests have 
been conducted deep underground, 
where the neutron . bomb’s lethal 
burst of radiation would be con- 
tained by- thousands of metres of 
earth. 

.'Although the powerful burst of 
radiation kills or fatally injures 
human beings in tbe Immediate area 
— dosing those within 800 metres . 
with up to 8,000 times the radiation in 
& medical X-ray — the sources said 
troops could move into the blast site 
relatively soon alter the explosion, 
because neutron radiation does not 
linger long, unlike some other forms. 

Opponents argue it will threaten 
disarmament talks with the USSR 
.and make nuclear warfare more 
likely by making some nuclear ex- 
plosions less devastating. 
Proponents say it is needed as a tac- 
tical battlefield weapon to fight 
larger Communist ground forces, 
and as a method of using advanced 
weapons against an enemy without 
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destroying whole cities.

Unheralded and unsung 


BIBLICAL BYWAYS / Louis L Rabinowitz 
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GENEALOGICAL lists make dry, 
reading', and the fist- in the 26th 
chapter of Numbers, which Is Includ- 
ed in the portion read tomorrow, is 
among the most haring. It gives the 
second census of the Children of" 
Israel, some 38 years after the 
previous one, and with one single ex- 
ception ho biographical details are 
given about any of the persons men- 
tioned. 

The exception refers to the two ac- 
complices of Kbrach-Dathan and 
Abiram — of whom it is recorded, 
"they are the Da than and Abiram, 
the elect of the congregation who 
strove.. . against the Lord" and the 
rtire punishment which overtook 
them, so that "they became a sign." 
But it is not with these two 
traditional malcontents that this 
column, deals hut with one who - 

appears just as a name and no more. 

He is Nernuel. 

Who was Nernuel? He was none 
other than the brother of Datban and 
Abiram. the two arch conspirators 
and trouble makers. We know 
literally nothing about him, although 
apparently he was the eldest of the 
three brothers. He was not of "the ' 


elect of the congregation" as were 
his brothers, and one is almost 
tempted to regard him as a. 
schlemiel. with none of the 
arrogance, ambition or self- 
assertiveness which characterized 
his two younger brothers. 

Be was a humble, undistinguished 
loyal follower of Moses. As far as we 
know he never questioned or doubted 
the validity of the divine com- 
mandments. But when the conquest 
of the Land took place and the 
descendants of Eliah the father 
entered into their inheritance, it was 
Nernuel alone who came into his in- 
heritance. bore children and assured 
the continuity and survival of the 
Jewish people. 

I confess to a great affection for 
this ordinary, humble member of 
what is called amcha, the unknown 
: musket-bearer, always in the 
shadows. He never . gains fame or 
■ notoriety, and in his death as in his 
life he is virtually anonymous. Not 
for him a niche in the hall of fame. 
He remains insignificant, unherald- 
ed and unsung. But 'he ia the 
backbone of the people, those who 
assure its continuity throughout the 
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anybody was hurt. He answered, 
"No’m. Killed a nigger." "Well, its 
lucky," said this genuinely kindly 
woman, "because sometimes people ■ 
do get hurt-" 

Herzl's troubles with his felldw- 
Zionlsta reminded me of a plea made 
by an American Jewish leader, for 
whom I . have great respect and 
affection, that we should not stick 
knives into the back of Begin but 
should give him a chance. For 
the life of me i cannot see wl>y Begin 
should have a clearer back than 
Herzl, Weizmann, Ben-Gurion, 
Sbarett, Eshkol and Rabin. Our only 
leader with a knifeless back was 
Golda. I wonder why.' 

Then came “Kaddlsb," 
magnificently conducted, played, 
sung and spoken by all concerned, a 
real major triumph. So my criticism 
- of the programme was stilled. But I 
hope that Television House does not 
intend to dedicate all future Mon- 
days to such programming. 

THE SUMMER programmes 
promise well. It is certainly going to 
be interesting, having Yaron London 

on three times a week with “Behind 
the Headlines.'' 

"Kojak", "Rich Man, Poor Man" 
and "The Brothers” are bank. 
Sinners who watch Jordan are being 
punished for their lack of 
patriotism: we are. getting Kbjaks 
and Jordachea that we have seen 
long since. Without suggesting that 
we deserve a better fate, couldn’t TV 
House for once jump the gun on the 
oppos i tion, and begin with Kojaks 
that Jordanians have not yet seen? 

I do not go overboard about most 
of our light musical entertainments, 
but I must mention Tuesday night’s 
Berthold Brecht programme. 
Zaharia and Shoshlck, and A rib 
Lavie were out of this world. Let's 
have more of the same. 

SOMEBODY told me that Radio B 
was running a remarkable* series of 
programmes on unmarried mothers 
on Monday nights, so, greatly daring 
I passed up Uri Zohar. And my inf or - 
xnent was correct ; it was certainly a 
programme worth hearing. One 
would hardly have thought that in 
this day and age being an unmarried 
mother would carry such a stigma, 
but is seems that is it does, except on 
the kibbutz. 

The programme about the dif- 
ficulties of raising a child alone, and 
of trying to cope with its questions 
about the missing father, was both 
poignant and dramatic. So was the 
confrontation between an unmarried 
mother of a previous generation and 
one of today. There was a painful 
ring of truth to it all. Yet the older 
mother did say that the happiest mo- 
ment of her life was when the child 
was born, and she certainly had no 
regrets about what she had done. 


From child actor to adult star 


THE STAR of the new movie 
"Hershele,’* Mike Bursty n, is one of 
those rare child actors to have sur- 
vived on the stage until the ripe old 
age of 82, When we met recently, he 
proudly told me that be was 
celebrating his 25th year in show 
business. He is also a rarity in Israeli 
entertainment circles in being one of 
the few American-born actors to 
have succeeded in breaking into the 
closed clique of Hebrew films, 
theatre and light entertainment. 

Mike was virtually born into the 
theatre — the Yiddish theatre of New 
York's Second Avenue, where his 
parents were well known old-time 
Yiddish music hall personalities. At 
the age of seven, he and his twin 
sister (a ventriloquist) appeared 
with their parents as "The Burstyn 
Family" and most of his childhood 
was spent on the road, touring North 
and South America, Canada, Europe 
and South Africa. 

In his teens, Mike spent a year in 
an Israeli high school, whilst the 
family were making appearances 
here. "In those days, an American 
newcomer was a rarity — I had a lot 
of trouble with the kids in school. 
They laughed at my Yiddish accent 
in Hebrew, and even more at my 
American clothes." - 

When he decided to stay here, and 
to try to makes career, he had more 
difficulties. By that time his Hebrew 
was fluent — but he didn’t "fit" into 
the show business clique. He hadn’t 
been in the same youth movements 
as all the others, nor was he a 
product of the army entertainment 
troupes — the nursery and exclusive 
"club" of most local actors and 
entertainers. 

His first big break came with the 
local production of "The Megilla of 
Itzlk Manger," a Yiddish musical for 
which he was eminently well 
qualified, and in which he landed a 
leading role. The longest-running 
Israeli production ever in those 
pre- "Fiddler on the Roof" days, it 
also took him to Broadway, and es- 
tablished him firmly in his career in 
Israel. 

"There are times when I feel a lit- 
tle guilty of having deserted my 
parents, but It was something I had 
to do. to prove that I could establish 
myself In my own right. My sister 
also stopped appearing with them 
when she married, and although 
they still work sometimes, my 
parents have a difficult time these 
days, with the Yiddish theatre of the 
kind they knew in a decline. I think 
they are happy about my success — 
but there are some feelings of 
resentment.” 

As a singer, Mike's first big 
success here was in 1967 when his 
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Burstyn as Hershele 

song won first prize in the Israel 
Song Festival. That was just before 
the Six Day War: Naomi Shemer’a 
"Jerusalem of Gold” was also an en- 
try in the festival, but only became a 
hit when the war turned it, over- 
night. into the most topical song of 
the day. 

Then came the Mike Burstyn Show 
on T.V. — the first one man musical 
"special” in the first year of Israel 
television. At the same time, he had 
been getting small parts in a number 
of films — "Sail ah Shabati," "The 
Dbbuk," "The Sabbath Queen” 
and "Death in Jericho"— but none of 
them, on his own admission, par- 
ticularly noteworthy, and none of 
them fulfilling his ambition to 
become an actor in his own right, 
breaking away from Yiddish 
burlesque tradition. 

Perhaps ironically, though un- 
doubtedly because of his 
background, the films which brought 
him his greatest success, and which 
proved the perfect vehicle for his 
combined talents as actor, singer 
and product of Yiddish theatre, have 
been. "The Two Kuni Lem els" and 


the recent sequel "Kuni Lemelin Tel 
Aviv." where he played the part of a 
traditional Jewish folk hero. 

Between the two Kuni Lome) 
films, he took a break from Israel, 
"sitting around in Los Angeles, hop- 
ing to get into Hollywood." He got 
some small parts, among them an 
appearance in the American T.V. 
production of "QB VH"; his Israeli 
wife studied cinema costume design 
and their two sons were born during 
that period. 

Two years ago, his wife had to fly 
back to Israel for family reasons. 
Mike decided to give up writing for 
Hollywood to "discover" him, and 
joined his family. “Since then, I have 
been so busy that I haven't eves had 

the time to sell my flat or my car in 
Los Angeles." He plunged into work 
on the second Kuni Lem el film and, 
being a tri-linguai, professional 
entertainer able to ad-lib jokes in 
English, Hebrew and Yiddish, found 
himself much in demand in a variety 
of work, from local T.V. panel games 
to co-hosting the Merv Griffin 
American talk show made in Israel 
recently, and numerous compere 
and singing appearances both here 
and abroad. 

Mike’s varied talents have earned 
him comparison with Danny Kaye. 
In reality, he is an adaptable and 
businesslike young man with natural 
charm. He can switch in seconds 
from an Israeli folk singer to an 
ethnic Jewish acting role, or, with 
equal ease, become a slick, wise 
cracking dinner-jacketed compere 
at an elegant function. His chutzpa - 
spiced humour in delivered gently 
enough to elicit laughs, without be- 
ing offensive. 

In Mike’s most recent film, releas- 
ed at the end of June, he plays 
Hershele, a Russian musician who 
happens to be Israel's three 
millionth immigrant. It is a musical 
comedy, with some authentic 
aspects' of Israeli life thrown in. 
Many of the characters and 
situations are trite and stereotyped, 
but designed as a vehicle for Burstyn 
himself. As such, it successfully 
provides an hour-and-a-half of fami- 
ly entertainment. . 

Should anyone doubt the authen- 
ticity of the story itself... Mike tells 
me that, shortly after the film's 
release, he was introduced to a 
"real” Hershele; a young Russian 
Immigrant who. unbeknown to the 
film's scriptwriters Joel Silberg and 
David Gurfinkel (also the director 
and cameraman respectively), is 
alive and well and living in Ofakim 
where he has set up a local youth 
orchestra. Perhaps by now he may 
even have enlisted some Vietnamese 
musicians too.

THE SURVEY conducted by The 
Jerusalem Post last year indicated 
that almost half the newspaper's 
readers planned to go abroad tHs 
summer. Most of them will probably 
be going to Europe, and many of 
them may like to know -something 
about places of Jewish Interest to be 
found in the smaller centres they 
may visit. 

Ibis year marks the 400th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Rubens, and 
many tourists are .expected to in- 
clude Antwerp In their ' Itinerary 
since the commemoration la centred 
on this city where the great painter 
was born and died. Special ex- 
hibitions, for which paintings have 
been loaned by museums all over the 
world, have been arranged by the 
City Of Antwerp. 

There Is much of Jewish historical 
Interest in Antwerp which was a 
refuge from persecution. XL was one 
of the centres to which Marranos 

fled from the Inquisition. Aga i n , 
after the pogroms In Russia many 
Jews embarked from Antwerp for a 
new life in the United States. 

Jewish enterprise made Antwerp 
the world’s diamond capital and to 
this day gem deals are concluded 
with the words "Masalund Bracha ” 
(good luck and blessings). 

The community suffered greatly 
under the Nazi occupation and of 
the 55,000 Jewish residents in 1939, 

. only 800 survivors were left alive in 
Antwerp in 1945. Since then, 
however, the Jewish population has 
grown to 21,000 today.. 

Israeli tourists may be Interested 
In the PI an tin Moretus Museum 
which contains examples of early 
Jewish printing. Including the 
famous Polyglot Bible. Situated In 
the Vtijdagmarkt, the Museum Is 
open dally except Mondays. There* is 
an imposing synagogue In 
Telistrasse. 

Many people will also be in- 
terested in visiting the Diamond Ex- 
changes. located at 62-68 
Pel ik aanstraat, behind the railway 
station. There are two kosher 
restaurants in the building at No. 86. 

Antwerp's Holocaust Memorial 
Museum Is at Breendok, a half hour 
bus ride from* the city. 

ANOTHER European centre of 
Jewish interest is Strasbourg, seat of 
the Council of Europe, located at the

Nevertheless, Jews flocked 
there from Spain after tbe expulsion 
in 1492. 

The community became a cultural 
centre during the Renaissance and 
many major Jewish books were 
printed in Venice. During the 17th 
century, however, a decline set in 
and Jews were emancipated there 
only in 1860. 

There are five old synagogues in 
the Ghetto, of which only one is in 
general use today. There Is also a 
.small Jewish Museum in the Ghetto, 
which Is at C&nnareglo and not too 
easy to find. The five Ghetto syn- 
agogues are the Great German 
(built in 1529) , Canton (1533) . Levant 
(1538) Spanish (1555) and Italian 
(15731. 

Hie ancient Udo cemetery dating 
back to 1386 Is still In existence and 
contains many historical 
tombstones. The Jewish Museum 
houses religious artifacts and ex- 
amples of early Jewish printing. 

Hie community today numbers 
under 1000. 

Kosher meals are available in the 
small restaurant attached to the 
Jewish Rest Home, Ghetto Nuovo 
2874.

Member of Knesset among his varied one of the 
and often colourful activities, recent- problems. 


THE LAWS of apartheid introduced 
by the descendants of the white 
settlers seem quite incomprehensi- 
ble to the non-South African. The 
first settlers, who arrived from 
Europe at the beginning of the 17th 
century, were not pirates or adven- 
turers. On the contrary, they were 
either Dutchmen sent out to repre- 
sent the Dutch East India Company 
or French Huguenots fleeing 
religious persecution. They were, in 
fact, staunch adherents of the Bible 
and loyal to its values. 

Yet when they gradually establish- 
ed a new homeland for themselves 
they treated the black people living 
among them with violence and con- 
tempt. The}' had no hesitation in 
enslaving them or taking their land 
by conquest or fraud. 

In the 300 years after the first 
white settlers arrived, Europe un- 
derwent many stages of political and 
social revolution. But the waves of 
the JYench Revolution failed to 
reach the southern end of Africa and 
later egalitarian and democratic 
movements likewise failed to reach 
so far. 

Today the four million South 
African whites have attained one of 
the highest standards of living in the 
world. Yet they lack a basic concern 
for the 18 million natives who have — 
by their labour in field and mine — 
contributed so greatly to the wealth 
of their employers. 

The injustice of the apartheid 
regime has become all the more 
glaring with the achievement of in- 
dependence by all the other peoples 
of black Africa over the past 20 
years. With 200 milli on black people 
enjoying complete equality in the 
family of nations, the complete 
abolition of the apartheid laws 
. should be a pressing moral duty. 
However, the establishment of com- 
plete political equality in South 
Africa between white and black, 
when the latter outnumber the 
former by five to one, is another 
matter, the granting of equal 
democratic rights to both would 
mean the end of the white minority, 
and be a blow to ail the inhabitants. 

It is unacceptable that the white 
minority be left to the mercies of the 
black African majority, particularly 
now that we know how things have 
been shaped up in independent black 
Africa; and most notably the ac- 
tivities of Idl Amin. 

Were the South African authorities 
to introduce full democratic equali- 
ty. the black majority would natural- 
ly identify with their brothers 
elsewhere in Africa and. Incited by 
the latter, would take drastic 
parliamentary means to undermine 
the position of the whites and bring 


disaster upon the country. No one in 
his right mind could urge the South 
African government to adopt such a 
course. 

Though I have no right to offer ad- 
vice. after so brief a stay In South 
Africa. I nevertheless venture to 
suggest what seems to roe the only 
way of solving the problem of 
democratic equality. This would be 
to set up separate states for each of 
the two communities, white and 
black, within the territory of the pre- 
sent Republic. 

The country would be partitioned 
Into two states in just proportion to 
the numbers of whites and blacks, 
each of which would then be under 
its own rule, democratic or 
otherwise as the inhabitants may 
wish. But even before such a sur- 
gical operation the South African 
government should abolish the 
apartheid restrictions and grant 
democratic equality to the two and a 
half million Aslans and Coloureds. ' 
Many of the latter are in fact the 
direct descendants of people who 
came into the world nine months 
after the arrival of the first Euro- 
pean immigrants three centuries 
ago, or after each of the following 
waves of immigration. The former 
are Indian and other Immigrants 
who came to Africa when It was un- 
der British rule. In waves that 
paralleled those of the whites. These 
people, 2.S million of them, are en- 
titled to equality, with the whites, as 
they have no tribal territory on 
which to set up an Independent state. 

Such a revolution in the status of 
the Coloureds and Aslans could lead 
either to their assimilation into 
South African society and into the 
existing democratic parties or to the 
creation of new parties. This 
transient would Increase the popula- 
tion of what remained of South 
Africa after the removal of the 
native African states and bring it up 
to about 25 per cent of the present 
figure. 

The republic of South Africa Is to- 
day a territory of about 1.2m. sq. 
km., much of It with a wonderful 
climate, and rich in agricultural and 
mining resources. The establish- 
ment of Independent states for the 
.black tribes would, I am convinced, 
serve as a great challenge to them. 
Each would be encouraged to make 
enormous efforts to develop the 
resources of its own territory, in- 
dependent of foreign tutelage. 

SURGERY of this kind cannot be 
done In a single day or a single year. 

It will take great efforts especially 
by those directly affected, plus the> 
mediation and practical help of 
every state in the civilized world, in- 
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Republic's fundamental 


eluding Africa. It Involves the parti- 
tion of a rich and developed country, 
and will require economic and 
political guidance afterwards! 

The process would be very com- 
plicated. It would start with inter- 
national efforts to convince the rul- 
ing whites to lend a hand to this enor- 
mous transformation. It would in- 
volve active international guidance 
for the new black states, as compen- 
sation for their exploitation over the 
centuries and for the failure to 
educate them in self-government. 
But a mutual concern for peace, 
together with the economic links 
between all the states occupying the 
partitioned territory of the present 
South Africa, would lead to an 
economic upsurge. 

An influx of perhaps more than a 
million foreign workers from these 
new black states to white South 
Africa on contracts -{or jobs at equal 
pay would pose no problem other 
than the usual ones that come up 
between management and unions. 
And the wealth that would accrue 
from such fair wages would cir- 
culate through the financial 
bloodstream of the country. 

The foreign workers, who would 
remain citizens of their own coun- 
tries (like the millions of guest- 
workers In Europe) would not be en- 
titled to political rights — other than 
their work permits — in the host 
country, and thus would not disturb 
its racial balance. 

This programme may sound like a 
utopian fantasy, but it can be done. It 
Is a solution that will demand much 
patience and goodwill, but It is feasi- 
ble. And I am certain that it is 
preferable in many ways to the 
pressures, embargoes and boycotts 
now practised against South Africa, 
which have no result other than to 
perpetuate today's unhappy situa- 
tion, and add fuel to Communist 
propaganda.

about Israel-South African relations, 
in the light of the calls made for 
Israel to reduce its trade and other 
relations with Pretoria. The tangled 
problem of South Africa will not be 
solved by waving a magic wand or 
through boycotts, whether open or 
hidden, any more than it will through 
terror, tanks or airplanes. Let us not 
forget that we here in Israel face 
problems which others — whether 
honestly or through intentional dis- 
honesty — choose to regard as 
similar or parallel to those of South 
Africa. Because we are angered at 
surrender to the Arab boycott and at 
the wilful disregard of our In- 
alienable rights and our efforts to 
achieve a peace settlement, so must 
we strive for vigorous international 
efforts to help and convince South 
Africa to solve its own problems. We 
should not let ourselves be misled 
into mistaken action by extremist 
propaganda aimed at toppling the 
Republic of South Africa and leaving 
in its place a heap of ruins for both 
white and black. 

We must continue to have open 
trade relations with South Africa, 
shunning the disguises employed by 
so many black African states to hide 
theirs. We should send high-level 
missions both to increase trade and 
to open an honest dialogue with 
South Africa’s rulers on the solution 
of its problems. 

We should take this same above- 
hoard approach with our friends in 
the West. Above all we must openly 
explain our position to the U.S. 
Government, it if Is Indeed true that 
relations between Washington and 
Pretoria are worsening. 


THE CONSULTATION on the 
Church and the Jewish People of file 
World Council of Churches which 
recently met In Jerusalem was 
significant from the standpoint of its 
meeting place. Its participants and 
guests, and its thoughtful statement . 
on issues important to Christian- 
Jewiah relations. 

This was the first time that the 
Consultation, which meets biennial- 
ly, had assembled in Jerusalem. 
This made It possible for the par- 
ticipants to visit the Patriarchates of 
the Greek Orthodox. Armenian, and 
Ethiopian Churches, and the Rus- 
sian Orthodox and Rumanian 
Orthodox Missions here. Conver- 
sations were held with a wide variety 
of Christians and Jews in different 

parts of the country. The host was 
the Ecumenical Theological 
Research Fraternity in Israel. 

Delegates to the Consultation, 
from 12 nations, have traditionally 
| come from North America, and 
Europe, but this year a number of 
African Christian guests were in- 
vited to join in exploring 
relationships between Christ! ana 
and Jews. The African contribution 
gave a perspective from those win 
know Judaism primarily through the 
Hebrew Scriptures and the New 
Testament, and have had little con- 
tact with a living Jewish community. 
The Africans felt no burden of guilt 
for the Holocaust because during the 
same period and earlier, Black 
people suffered great oppression and 
dehumanization, largely from the 
West. 

How do Jewish-Christlan relations 
fit Into a world-wide perspective? 
Addresses by Consultation Chair- 
man Krister Stendahl, Dean of Har- 
vard Divinity School, and Professor 
D.C. Mulder of Holland focused on 
this topic. The Consultation Is a sub- 
unit of the World Council's Depart- 
ment on Dialogue with People of liv- 
ing Faiths and Ideologies, of which 
Professor Mulder is Chairman.

Playing musical chairs 


STARS do not change their con- 
stellations. but in the music world! 
changes are more and more the 
thing. Gone are the days when a con- 
ductor could lead the same orchestra 
for thirty or forty years — Eugene 
Ormandy seems to be the last to hold 
on (his conductorship of the 
Philadelphia Orchestra dates from 
1981, and since 1938 he has been its 
sole artistic head). Changes in the 
direction of the world's great 
orchestras are discussed and written 
about for months before a decision is 
announced. Many columns were 
written when Leonard Bematein-Ieft 
the New York Philharmonic, and the 
appointment of -Pierre Boulez- was 
opposed by many and defended by 
few. 

Now, after six years. Pierre 
Boulez has left for Paris to do elec- 
tronic research, and the search for a 
star conductor is on again. The deci- 
sion has fallen in favour of Zubin 
Mehta who will take over In 1978, 
when he will leave his kingdom' In 
Los Angeles. (To our great relief, 
Mehta will stay with the IPO as 
Musical Adviser). C&rl Maria 
Glulini has agreed to take Mehta's 
place In Los Angeles. He Is an in- 
dependent enough personality to 
make his Imprint on the 
programmes and the orchestra. 

On our local scene there are also 
changes looming on the musical 
horizon. 

The Israel Chamber Ensemble has 
i Rudolf Barshal as Musical Director 
and a new emblem for the occasion: 
Initials taph'-'kuph’-'jod' (for Tiz- 
maret Kunerit Israeli) and I.C.O. 
for its newly acquired status of 
“Israel Chamber Orchestra.” 

APPARENTLY, this new name also 
indicates a new beginning in 
programme policy and working 
standards. But why negate the fine 
past history of the Ensemble and 
omit Gary Bertinl's name from the 
programme booklet altogether? His 
association as founder and chief con- 
ductor for ten years is nothing to be 
ashamed of. And it is obvious that 
the Chamber Orchestra is a con- 
tinuation in its manpower and 
management of the Chamber

group prosperity and success, we 
also hope that stimulating program- 
ming, which was the outstanding 
contribution of the Ensemble to our 
music scene, will continue under the 
new direction.

Chamber Orchestra after Avi 
Ostrovsky left his charges. Mr.

What should. ,have been West's 
analysis after seeing the dummy? He 
had on top eight tricks, two spades, 
one heart, four diamonds and one 
club. He had, in all, 28 high card 
points. The opening lead denied the 
king-queen of hearts, so South must 
have one of these two honours. Since 
North had overcalled he should have 
all the outstanding high cards, a total 
of nine or ten points. 

One obvious source for the extra 
trick needed was In clubs, but 
declarer dared not finesse. So his 


only hope was to put pressure on 
North. What would be the situation 
after declarer won seven tricks: two 
spades, four diamonds and one 
heart? 

It would be most unlikely for North 
to blank the club king, and he would 
have to keep four hearts if be had any 
hope of setting the contract. So he 
would be left with four hearts and the 
king doubleton in clubs. All West had 
to do at this point would be to throw 
In North with a heart and enjoy the 
forced club return away from the 
king Into the ace-queen. Here was the 
full hand:

People," affirmed the Consultation, 
recalling previous WCC state men ts 
about this, most recently at a WWC- 
sponsored gathering In Thailand In 
April: 

The Jerusalem Report con tinues : 
"To no other people is the Church 
historically and theologically so in- 
timately bound. It Is a fact of history 
that Christianity has its roots in the 
Jewish community of the first cen- 
tury. Jesus was a Jew; he and bis 
message cannot be properly un- 
derstood apart from the early 
history of the Jewish people. Also the 
apostles and first disciples were all 
Jews. The Scriptures of the Early 
-Church were the Scriptures of the 
Jewish People ..." 

.What common convictions do 
Christiana and Jews share? The 
Consultation stated: "Both worship 
God. as the One, who is Creator of all 
that is, who makes His will known to 
human beings and relates to them as 
Father, Teacher, and- Redeemer. 
Both believe that God created men 
and women in His image; that they 
are called to be holy, are given 
stewardship under God over his 
creation and are accountable to God 
for the way they exercise this 
stewardship. 

“Both share, to a large extent, a 
common ethic,' holding themselves 
responsible for their fellows, es- 
pecially for those who are weak, 
poor, or persecuted. Both have a 
common hope, looking forward to a 
renewed creation, where an suffer- 
ing will be done away with and God's 
wUl win be victorious in all realms 
.and in every respect; inspired by 
this ultimate hope, they are called to 
work for greater righteousness.'' 

Deep historic differences, 
however, are not to be glossed_over. 

"These divergent- Inter- 
pretations," the Consultation noted, 
"have led to tension between the 
communities and hostile attitudes on 
the part of Christiana, especially in 

i the West." Consequently, the 
delegates reaffirmed their condem- 
nation of anti-Semitism, as did' the 
First Assembly of the World Council 
of Churches In Amsterdam In 1948, 
calling It "sin against God and 
man." In order to eradicate anti- 
Semitism .-the Consultation asserted, 
“It is necessary that Christians face 
honestly their tragic history with 
regard to the Jews — a history which 
includes events like the Crusades, 
the Inquisition, and the Holocaust." 

Fbcus was placed oh traditional 
convictions which have furthered 
anti-Semitic stances and attitudes on 
the part of Christians, and the need 
of efforts to present Judaism in a 
positive way. “The correction of 
dangerous trends In theology and 
biblical interpretation, important as 
this is for combating anti- 
Semitism," added the Consultation, 
“is. -.no substitute for Chris 
meeting Jews and unflpffi-flfldlhg 
them in their die tine tlv enesj? 1 ’ as 
Jews.” 

- Proaelytiam both in its gross and 
its more refined forms was rejected 
In the strongest terms, as it has been 
In the past by the WCC. Recognizing 
that we live in a world of religious 
pluralism, It is vital that we treat 


. with respect those who differ from, 
us, and. that we strongly support 
religious liberty for all, delegates 
said. 

At the same time, the Oohaultg^ 
tion, amidst the theological divetirity 
of Its participants, struggled with the 
question of how to define authentic 
Christian witness. 

The WCC has explicitly affirmed 
the right to existence of the State o t 
Israel on a number of occasions. The 
Consultation stated, "Our recogni- 

- tion of the State of Israel can be bas- 
ed upon several considerations, but 
for us it is especially motivated by 
our respect for the Jews In their 
Identity and self-understanding. For 
a great majority of Jews there Is an 
indissoluble bond between the people 
and the Land." 

“Our acceptance of the State of 
Israel should not be misinterpreted 
as unqualified approval of all -which 
this State does." the report con- 
tinues. “It also leaves many --un- 
resolved questions. We recognize 
that through the ages the Jews 
shared this Land with others. Just as 
we respect the identity and the right 
of self-determination of the Jews, we 
respect also the Identity and right of 
the Palestinian Araba to self- 
determination. There are still many, 
questions about the ways and means 
by which a just and durable peace In 
the Middle East should be achieved 
and how Christians possibly could 
play a role of reconciliation,’* 

' Proposed guidelines for- the 
churches for inter-re Ugious relations 
are eventually to be submitted to the 
Central Committee of the World 
Council of Churches. The Jerusalem 
Consultation was an important step 
In the preparation of a propo sal to be 
presented through the Department 
on Dialogue with People of Living 
Faiths and Ideologies. Working 
groups in North America, Europe,' 
and in the Ecumenical Theological 
Research Fraternity in Israel, had 
worked hard on draft proposals to 
which the Consultation gave con- 
sideration. "We are very much 
aware," said the delegates, “that the 
differences of opinion among us de- 
mand further study." 

“Our dealing with these issues win 
show that in our thinking about 
Israel and the Jews, very important 
and vital tenets of our Christianfaith 
are at stake. Is it too much to hope 
that Christiana and Jews may Uveln 
creative tension, enriching and en- 
couraging each other, despite the ap- 
palling record of the relationship 
between the two communities. over 
the centuries?" .

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Haute couture is coming to Gaza

GAZA. — Arab women in Kuwait are 
wearing dresses made in Tel Aviv. 
Even Jordanian women return from 
visits to the West Bank or Gaza with 
newly acquired fashions bearing 
“Made in Israel* ’ lab els. 

Haute couture has sprung up in 
Gaza, with local. women and visitors 
buying from Fadda. (silver, in 
Ekiglish), a new dress shop on the 
town’s main street, whose modem 
storefront would not look out of place 
on Rehov Dfzengoff. It Is typical of a 
new wave of fashionable shops which 
are beginning- to open on this avenue 
which was formerly lined by 
closed businesses and destroyed 
buildings. 

I spoke recently with Alia Shawwa 
who, along with her cousin Rawly a 
Shawwa, moved into the new Fadda 
store -only a few months ago. “The 
shop was Rawiya's Idea,” Alia says. 
"She. likes the dress line 
very much and used to make her 
own dresses while she was living in 
Kuwait. We would always talk about 
opening a business together and 
when I came , back here from 
Lebanon we decided to go Into 
partnership.”' 

Alia worked in the insurance 
business in Beirut for 30 yean. When 
the civil war broke out, she decided 
to send her son to study in America 
and return to her native Gaza. 

i All of Fadda’s offerings, which in- 
clude a fine selection of dresses, 
bathing suits, handbags, towels and 
linens, are made in Israel. They are 
handpicked especially for the store 
from the Aled, Uanit, Alaska, Nibs, 
Dorina and Gottex factories in Tel 
Aviv. 

“We really have no choice about 
which dresses to carry here. Israeli 
duties on European designs make 
them too expensive forua to carry," 
Aha said. 

“The Israeli lines are very 
fashionable, though,” she continued. 
“My cousin recently bought what khe 
thought was a French-designed 
dress in Paris, only to return to Gaza

and find It hanging In our store with 
a Niba label:” 

“Our customers tell us that they 
could travel to Tel Aviv and walk up 
and down Rehov Dlzengoff only to 
find the same dresses we stock here. 
We try to choose with their taste in 
mind. Our only problem is that we 
cant bring more than a few of each 
model, because we have such a 
close-knit circle of customers. Gaza 
Is a small town and if one prominent 
woman buys a certain dress, then, of 
course, we must advise her friends 
and relatives not to buy the same 
model.” the proprietress said. 

Fadda has exclusive rights to 
market the Tel Aviv lines in Gaza. 
Alla told me that the owner of 
another modern dress shop which 
has opened not far away, went to Tel 
Aviv manufacturers and convinced 
them to sell him dresses by telling 
them that his store was in Rafah. . 
When Alia found out what had 
happened, the suppliers were in- 
formed and sales to the competitor 
were quickly stopped. 

Are there really enough fashion- 
conscious women in Gaza to support 
these new stores? “There was 
always a class of women here who 


would travel to Cairo or Beirut to 
buy their dresses. At first they com- 
plained that our dresses were more 
expensive, but we told them to shop 
around and compare prices. 
Gradually even local teachers and 
secretaries, middle-class women, 
have started to come into the shop,” 
Alia said proudly. 

Fadda is the first store in Gaza to 
be run exclusively by women. “This 
makes our customers feel at ease. 
We don’t allow men whom we don’t 
know to enter the store. Women don't 
want . strange men in the shop 
when they are selecting and trying 
on dresses. They begin to trust us, 
ask questions and really feel at 
home. We seem to be creating a sort 
of women's domain here," Alla 
emphasized. 

Alia and Rawiya would like to open 
a local dress factory in the future, 
but meanwhile they are learning to 
cope with the ever-widening com- 
petition from other local merchants. 

Reacting to Fadda’.s new ap- 
proach, these have begun bringing in 
new merchandise and improving 
their storefronts. Signs of an im- 
proving economy in a town where in- 
vestors had been hesitant for many 
years. 


Checking how 
share issues 
are sold

The Securities Authority on Tues- 
day heard a report on a number of 
developments in recent capital 
issues, which give cause for concern. 
The Authority spokesman, Natan 
Ben-Dror, pointed to the heavy over- 
subscription of some issues, to the 
extent of several times the value of 
the Issues floated, and to large 
credits given to subscribers to back 
up their demand for the shares.

The apparent pur- 
pose of this was to obtain higher 
allocations than would have been

The Securities Authority appealed 
to the commercial hanks to refrain 
from granting credit for the 
purchase of shares and recommend- 
ed that the Treasury and Bank of 
Israel impose restrictions on such 
operations. The Authority will 
recommend that issuers allocate 
shares proportionately to the sub- 
scription, so as to prevent the split- 
ting up of subscriptions. 

It was also recommended that the 
issue quotation he determined by 
tender, so that the subscribers 
themselves will determine the price. 
At present the issue price Is deter- 
mined by agreement between the 
issuer and the underwriter.

‘Gold Moon’ may sail soon, 
as dispute is being settled

HAIFA. — The dispute between the 
seamen’s ratings union and the 22m 
company, which has paralysed the 
freighter “Gold Moon" in Eilat for 
over two weeks, appeared to be 
headed for a settlement last night. 

This followed mediation efforts by 
the Labour Ministry’s chief labour 
relations officer and the Histadrut’a 
supreme committee on shipping. It 
seems likely that a compromise will 
make it possible to allow the ship to 
sail within a day or two, following a 
review of the dispute by the lawyers 
of the two sides. 

In this way the union avoids the 
confrontation it appeared to be 
heading for with Zlm. They had little 
chance of winning this, since the 


management has demonstrated 
its determination not to give in any 
longer to union demands it considers 
unreasonable. 

Meanwhile the am company still 
delays acceptance of the new con- 
tainer ship “Sigal,” built for it at the 
Israel Shipyards. The ship, the first of 
four $14m. vessels ordered from the 
yard, has been ready for delivery for 
the past fortnight, although this is 
almost two years behind schedule. 

The Jerusalem . Post learned 
that 23m delayed acceptance and man- 
ning of the ship, to make it clear to 
the unions that in the final analysis 
they were dependent on Zim, rather 
than the other way round. The third 
of the four ships in the series is to be 
launched next Friday. 


Proposed amendment to company 
tax law to cost IL2b. a year

The Treasury Is preparing an 
amendment to the Company Tax Or- 
dinance which Is intended to do 
away, at least partially, with the pre- 
sent system of taxing book profits 
resulting from inflation. The amend- 
ment may cost the Treasury as 
much as IL2b. a year. The 
Jerusalem Post learned. 

According to present legislation, 
taxable profits are calculated accor- 
ding to the Fifo (first In, first out) 
method — that is. costs of raw 
materials and depreciation of 
capital equipment is calculated, for 
tax purposes, according to historical 
cost. 

When there is price Inflation, the 
renewal of inventories and capital 
stock costs more than the original 
purchase price. Businesses have 
therefore encountered financing dif- 
ficulties in maintaining their volume 
of business. Industrial enterprises 
are to some extent compensated by 
being allowed to depreciate capital 
goods, for the first two years, at an 
accelerated rate of 50 per cent a 
year. Non-industrial enterprises do 
not have that benefit. 

The alternative, of recognizing 
costs according to the Lifo (last in. 
first out) system, is difficult to im- 
plement, both for the firms and for 
the Income Tax Authorities. The 
professional committee of the 
Institute of CJ*.A.’s has suggested a 


partial adoption of the Ronel Com- 
mittee’s recommendations for 
safeguarding the real value of 
foreign* investors’ capital invest- 
ment, by linking the value of inven- 
tories to price increases during the 
year. Under this system, the 
Treasury would lose even more than 
U2b. 

Hie proposal now discussed in the 
Treasury is a compromise, which 
will link the cost of materials to price 
increases for the average period for 
which inventories were held, and not 
to price increases between the begin- 
ning and the end of the accounting 
year. This will in part eliminate the 
distortions caused by the present 
taxation of inflationary profits. At 
the same time it will limit the 
foreseeable loss to the Treasury to 
IL2b. a year. 

Dr. Aaron Yoran, a Hebrew 
University expert on company taxa- 
tion law, recommends the adapta- 
tion of the Ronel Committee 
proposals to all industrial enter- 
prises, not only those which repre- 
sent foreign investments. 

According to these recommen- 
dations, not only the assets will be 
revalued for tax purposes, but also 
the liabilities. Finns would not pay 
taxes on what are mere book profits 
caused by inflation, but on the other 
hand would not gain from having ob- 
tained cheap directed credit. At the 
same time, Dr. Yoran says, the 
accelerated depreciation rates 
should be abolished. 
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Higher maritime 
shipping costs

HAIFA. — The first round of 
negotiations on. freight charge In- 
creases from the first of tills month 
between the shipping conferences 
and the Shippers Council has ended 
with a compromise agreement. 

Arieh Mehoulal, director of the 
Council, which represents the im- 
porters and exporters, announced 
that on the French lines to 
Marseilles, cargo charges to Israel 
will be raised by eight per cent and 
from Israel by five per cent. The 
agreement will remain in force for a 
year. It will raise shippers’ costs on 
the line by about IL6.5m. annually. 

The British conference agreed to 
raise import charges to Israel by 
five per cent and to leave the export 
charges unchanged.

Representatives of The 
World Sephardi Federation 
Met with the Prime Minister 


The Prime Minister, Mr. Mena- 
hem Begin, received the mem- 
bers of the Presidium of the 
World Sephardi Federation in 
Jerusalem at the end of last 
■month. The President of the 
Federation, Mr. Nessim D. Goon, 
greeted the Prime Minister and 
the new government on behalf 
of the Federation and wished 
them complete success in attain- 
ing their national objectives. 

Mr. Gaon once again stressed 
to the Prime Minister his inten- 
tion to work In full co-operation 
bo establish a more just society 
in Israel, to contribute towards 
the unity of the Jewish People 
and to be active In maintaining 
a strong and secure Israel. In 
concluding, Mr. Gann presented 
to the Prime Minister a Memo- 
randum which contained the 
greetings and the proposals of 
the Federation. 

In reply, the Prime Minister 
announced his intention to place 
as top priority, the liquidation 
of poverty in Israel. 

Referring to housing problems, 
the Prime Minister estimated 
that approximately sixty thousand 
families, comprising half a mil- 
lion citizens, -are still below the 
poverty line. He announced hifl 


determination to take the re- 
quisite steps to solve this pain- 
full problem without delay. To 
thia end. he proposed setting up, 
in conjunction with the govern- 
ment. a public fund which will 
help finance this programme. 
Concerning educational prob- ' 
lems, the Prime Minister dec- 
lared that he supports the edu- 
cational policy which allows 
every child In Israel to attain 
at least a matriculation certi- 
ficate, no matter what the fin- 
ancial level of poor families. 
Finally, he expressed his desire 
that permanent contacts and 
consults tions between himself 
and the Federation will be estab- 
lished* on all these subjects. 

The Prime Minister thanked 
personally President Gaon for 
the unstinting activity he carries 
out in all areas for Israel, and 
members of the delegation for 
their greetings and best wishes. 
He concluded by emphasizing 
the importance of this pro- 
gramme and expressing his 
hope that it will be put into 
practice over the coming four 
years, so aa to fulfil the aspira- 
tions of the Jewish people. 
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•The DMC reconsiders 

WEDNESDAY’S decision by the Secretariat of the Democratic 
Movement for Change makes it almost certain that the party 
will join Mr. Begin’s government, possibly even before the 
Prime Minister's departure for Washington at the end of next 
week. The possibility of a surprise reversal by the DMC Council, 
which must approve the final decision, should not, of course, be 
ruled out, but neither should it be given too much weight. 

There is, however, a spectre haunting the DMC: this is the 
spectre of the party's 200,000 voters who will be asking what 
precisely has changed since it was decided, nearly a month ago, 
at the behest of Prof. Yadin, to say no to joining the Likud 
government. The main purpose of the negotiations which will 
now be resumed may weJJ be to find face-saving formulas with 
which to answer this question. 

At the tactical level, Prime Minister Begin has clearly out- 
manoeuvred the DMC's neophyte politicians. Judging by the 
conditions they originally laid down for joining the government, 
the only change so far has only been for the worse from the 
DMC's point of view. 

This would seem to be the case In regard to the inflated size of 
the Cabinet; to the excessive concessions made to the religious 
parties, and the possibility of achieving any meaningful 
breakthrough on the issue of electoral reform. It is arguable 
that the DMC would have been in a better position to press its 
case on all of these issues had it decided to enter the government 
at the earlier stage — if that was at all possible. 

A large segment of the DMC's rank and file and of its 
leadership is understandably driven by a visceral fear of 
remaining in the political desert for a full four years. The 
minority which voted against renewing coalition talks claims 
that this need not necessarily be so, and that there is a good 
chance that the present government will not last longer than a 
few months. To which those who favour joining in retort that 
such a course of events is not at all certain, and that in any case, 
given Israel's precarious international situation, it would be 
grossly unpatriotic to bank on a crisis to bring the government 
down. 

The gravest danger to the DMC lies in the prospect of its 
assuming the image of an Independent Liberal Party writ large. • 
This could happen if it insists on entering the government on the 
basis of mere face-saving formulas, rather than visible and 
tangible achievements. 

The course of greater wisdom would be for the DMC to put off 
the conclusion of the negotiations until after Mr. Begin's return 
from Washington. By that time it should be clearer how much 
the Prime Minister really wants the DMC in his government, 
and what he is ready to concede in return for their joining in. 

Closing the Eban file 

ALL RIGHT-MINDED people who winced at the harassment of 
Abba Eban during the last three months will share in the sense 
of relief over the Attorney General's decision that the former 
Foreign Minister, need not stand trial for foreign currency 
violations. 

Prof. Barak's ruling means that Israel will be spared the self 
abasement entailed in dragging one of the country’s outstanding 
citizens through the mud on such charges — after witnessing a 
Prime Minister give up his job, only a few months ago, in the 
face of foreign currency violation s. 

And yet, while we may all be thankful for the happy end 
to Mr. Eton's personal nightmare, it must be admitted that 
there is something missing in the denouement. Prof. Barak has 
long since established his credentials as an objective and 
courageous Attorney General. But there is room for some doubt 
whether the form of his statement clearing Mr. Eban is ade- 
quate. given the public atmosphere that has developed around 
the case. 

There is. after all, a gap between the Attorney General's fin- 
ding that no copy of the permit allegedly issued to Mr. Eban to 
hold foreign currency abroad has been found, and his con- 
clusions "which arose from the findings that Mr. Eban had in 
fact received a permit in writing in 1967.” 

The Attorney General would be well advised, therefore, to 
publish in full the findings of the investigation on which he based 
his recommendations. He would be doing himself and Mr. Eban 
a service. 

In a larger context, this may be the time to return to the 
suggestion made to former Finance Minister Rabinowitz. when 
the allegations were first vented against Mr. Eban: that our 
cumbersome foreign currency regulations be radically 
revamped. Mr. Rabinowitz was not very responsive to the plea; 
perhaps his successor, Mr. Ehrlich, will be. 

Marc Chagall at 90 

CREATIVITY seems to be a recipe for longevity. Marc Chagall, 
who marked his 90th birthday this week, is one of a long line of 
artists and musicians who have reached this great age with all 
their creative faculties intact. 

3ut for us, Chagall is not just another artist, nor even just 
another Jewish artist. He is also the most Jewish ’artist of all 
time : his work is suffused not only with images of Jews and the 
s'ntetl, but with the cabbalist mysteries and hassidic joys of the 
stream of Jewish life that flows, and flies, like his images, 
somewhere over the rooftops of everyday life. His illustrations 
to the Bible, if nothing else, have helped make Jewish images as 
universal as the Bible itself. 

Israel has special reason to honour Marc Chagall on this occa- 
sion, and not merely because of the marvellous windows and 
tapestries he has donated to Jerusalem. It is inexplicable, 
therefore, that nothing has been done here to mark his 90th 
birthday with a serious exhibition of his work.

Obviously something is drastically 
wrong when two great Jewish com- 
munities numbering close to 6 
million have only one out of 2,000 of 
their members opting to settle in 
Israel every year — and that, all too 
often, not necessarily for good. It Is 
rather puzzling, too. in view of the 
fact that almost 40 per cent of the 
over 800.000 tourists who visited 
Israel last year alone came from the- 
U.S. — and most of them were Jews. 

Israel, it seems is a nice place to 
visit, hut not to live -— not for 
American Jews, at any rate. 

EVER SINCE the State was es- 
tablished. a debate has been going on 
here as to why American Jewry is 
failing to translate its loudly- 
professed Zionism into action. 

I put the question, not too long ago. 
to an Israeli who had recently 
returned from a tour of the cam- 
puses in a vain attempt to try to in- 
terest young American Jews to opt 
for Israel. 

"They're not interested in 
challenges." he told me. "What they 
want is the security of a home in the 
suburbs, a well -paying job. and no 
commitments to anything. They'll 
discharge their obligations to the 
Jewish people by contributing to the 
UJA. They're a duplication of the 
college classes of the fifties." 

More recently. I put the same 
question to a group of American- 
Jewish college students who had * 
come to Israel on a study tour spon- 
sored by a Jewish organization bas- 
ed on American campuses. 

The replies were revealing, and 
disquieting. 

"What does Israel mean to 
American Jewry?" I asked them 
first. 

Mast of the answers were uniform. 
"Without Israel. American Jewry, in 
the long run, aside from a handful of 
ultra-Orthodox Jews, could probably 
not survive as a creative Jewish 
community." 

"Why?" I persisted. 

"As far as our parents are con- 
cerned," came the replies. "Israel 
occupies the centre of their Jewish 
life: fund raising, belonging to

Israel-oriented organizations, etc. 
They regard Israel as the source of 
Jewish creativity, the prototype of 
Jewish life, a place to point with 
pride to their Gentile neighbours.” 

"And for you?” 

"For us." the students said. 
"Israel represents the hope of 
Jewish continuity which we see 
diminishing daily on the campus 
through indifference to Jewish life. 
There Is little Jewish challenge in 
the schools, and growing assimila- 
tion. Israel for us is a source of 
cultural stimulation, something 
which strengthens us. something to 
work for.” 

"Is there enough vitality intrinsic 
In American Jewish life without 
Israel to keep going?" I queried. 

The answers were evasive. The 


synagogue played little role in their 
lives. While they appreciated the im- 
portance of Jewish education, mast 
of them possessed only a limited 
Jewish background. The majority 
had had a few years of Hebrew 
school, in most cases terminating 
with their bar mitzva or bat mltzva. 
A few had continued on to confirma- 
tion. One had attended a Hebrew day 
school, had continued through high 
school and was continuing evening 
studies at a Jewish Institute of 
higher learning wbile attending 
college. 

All were unhappy over the state of 
Jewish education, believed that It 
was an uphill struggle. Although 
they were on a heavily subsidized 
Jewish Agency tour of Israel, few 
had any active contact with HiUelor 
with any other Jewish life on cam- 
pus. Yet all of them thought that 
their trip had .reinforced their 
Jewish identity. 

"In that case," I asked, "why not 
come and settle here?" 

THE REPLIES varied, but it was 
clear that very few among them had 
even contemplated the possibility. 

A number of students were candid 
enough to admit that they feared 
another war might break out, and 
they didn't want to go into the army 
and possibly get killed. Others said 
that they would not be able to adjust 
to a standard of living lower than the 
American. Still others cited the 
language barrier, or their "at home” 
feeling in the U.S. A number could 
not envision separation from their 
families. 

What emerged was a saddening 
picture. This was supposedly a pick- 
ed group of Jewish!y-consciou8 
youth — and yet they could not envi- 
sion aliya for themselves, although 
they recognized the centrality of 
Israel in their Jewish lives.’ What 
then can one expect from the mass of 
Jewish students? 

It used to be said that a Zionist was 
a Jew who solicited money from a se- 
cond Jew in order to send a third Jew 
to Israel. Today, not even that holds 
true, for the bulk of the funds raised 
for Israel comes from big givers who 
ore not Identified with — or who cer- 
tainly are not active In — Zionist 
organizations. There is little to dis- 
tinguish a Zionist from a non-Zionist 
today, when everyone wears the pin 
saying, "I am a Zionist," 


Fostering Jewish solidarity 



AS THE MOMENT of historic deci- 
sion approaches concerning the 
future size and shape of the Jewish 
State, tensions between the 
Governments of Israel and the 
United States are mounting to a 
climax. This polarization creates an 
unprecedented dilemma for the 
American Jewish community — a 
dilemma which Zalman Abramov, 
former Deputy Speaker in the 
Knesset, is making his special preoc- 
cupation. 

Mr. Abramov is one of the doves 
among the leaders of the Liberal 
party (now allied with He rut In the 
Likud). Over this issue of foreign af- 
fairs, he chose not to run for the pre- 
sent Knesset. 

Meanwhile the American Jewish 
Committee has appointed him. on a 
dollar a year basis, as their Director 
of Policy Studies. The subject to be 
Investigated is the. whole complex of 
relations between Jewish Com- 
munities in the U.S. and In Israel. 
Mr. Abramov has also been named 
official consultant to the A JC on this 
point. 

Taking into account that he was 
Chairman of the Israel-America 
Friendship Society for 13 years, 
from 1949 to 1962, Abramov can be 
seen as the recognized liaison of- 
ficer, at non-government level, 
between the two biggest Jewish com- 
munities in the world. 

A DANGER exists for the first time 
of a possible clash over Issues of 
policy between American Jews (who 
are not only Jews but also 
Americans) and the Jews of Israel. 
Precisely for that reason. Abramov 
advocates the institution of formal 
consultations between the two com- 
munities, on a systematic basis. 

He explains: "It is a mistake to 
think that American Jews can 
prevail upon the U.S. administration 
to adopt policies they favour. The 
idea that so great a lobbying power 
exists is a myth and an illusion. 

"171 e influence of organized Jewry 
is not negligible, but it is cir- 
cumscribed by several con- 
siderations. The first is that the gap 
between what they advocate and 
what the authorities are prepared to 
accept does not become so wide as to 
be unbridgeable. 

‘ 'A second consideration is the sup- 
port the Jews receive from other sec- 
tions of the American public. If an 
impact has been made on the ad- 
ministration. it is in part because the 
Jewish community was sustained by 
allies it can count on. notably the 
trade unions, the liberals, and the 
blacks. These three groups, by the 
way. played an Important part in 
bringing President Carter to power. 
And Jewish leadership has devoted 
much time to maintaining the 
alliance. But it could be imperilled if 
again— a serious gap appears 
between the Jewish position on a 
foreign policy issue and the official 
interpretation of American strategic 
interests- 

"A third consideration Is the unity 
of the Jewish community itself. Its

WHAT ISSUES are there that might 
cause such a division? The monopoly 
given by Begin's new Government to 
the Orthodox Is one. and this could do 
untoid harm. 

"Suppose." Abramov says. " the 
Law of Return is so amended that 
henceforth an American who has 
converted to Judaism under Conser- 
vative or Reform auspices, and who 
wants to settle in Israel, is denied 
immigrant status on the ground that 
he is not a Jew — the situation would 
be explosive. 

"Converts of that category 
together with their families, number 
tens of thousands of people, many of 
them active in Jewish affairs and 
stalwarts In Israel's defence. Don’t 
forget the Conservative and 
Reform congregations constitute a 
large majority of the Jewish 
religious community in America. 
Their influence, both within and out- 
side the Jewish community, is 
preponderant." 

Mr. Abramov rejects the 
traditional Zionist theory which sees 
the Diaspora as no more than a place 
of exile. He believes that the Jewish 
community in America is there for 
good. The idea expressed by Ben- 
Gurion that any Jew wanting to have 
a say in Israeli affairs can do that 
only by settling In Israel has not got 
to be qualified, in Abramov's opi- 
nion. 

Support for Israel will come in the 
main from Jews living inside 
America, not Jews Immigrating to 
Israel from America. He concludes 
that the partnership with them 
should be extended from fund- 
raising to Joint deliberations over 
policy questions. 

It is a controversial standpoint, 
but he holds fast to it. “Our country 
is r.ot only an Israeli State, It is also a 
Jewish State. It enjoys certain rights 
vis-a-vis the Diaspora, and converse- 
ly it owes certain duties to the 
Diaspora in its turn." 

THE POLICY studies that the JDC 
plans to sponsor under Z&lman 
Abramov's direction all relate to the 
possibilities of cooperation between 
Israel and the Jewish communities 
overseas. 

Dr. Bernard Reznikoff, head of the 
AJC in Israel, recalls that a Task 
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Fbrce was created three years ago to 
examine what are the areas of ac- 
tivity in which the two communities 
can be mutually helpful. The method 
is to have Americans and Israelis 
disc ussing problems together. "If we 
launch a project on the health ser- 
vices. we shall invite the Director- 
General of the Health Ministry, and 
other prominent persons concerned 
with the subject, to join the Task 
Force." Reznikoff declares. 

It sounds like a kind of technical 
assistance ; but in reality it seems to 
be more than that. The destinies of 
the Jews abroad and in Israel 
respectively have come to be in- 
tertwined more tightly than the most 
fervent old-time Zionists could have 
expected. Jews in distant lands need 
the opportunity to understand how 
things are run in Israel, to express 
their particular philosophy of the 
good society, to suggest methods of 
rationalising the administration of 
Israeli affairs. 

They are affected by the results — 
as visitors, tourists, donors, sup- 
porters. allies, co-religionarles. 
There is here a living partnership. It 
must be given voice, Abramov 
believes. 

THE AJC, was founded in 1906 as a 
result of the Kishinev pogroms in 
Russia. It aims to protect Jewish 
rights, and to protect human rights 
in genera!. It supports Israel, though 
it is not a Zionist society. 

Today it is concerned, like other 
reputable Jewish organizations in 
America, with sticking together in 
face of a common crisis. The 
overriding priority is to see the 
Jewish State through the crucial 
trials confronting it at the present 
moment on the International scene. 

The traditional Jewish in- 
terdependence has become suddenly 
a more urgent matter. This is the oc- 
casion of Abramov's nomination to 
his new appointment. He wants, he 
says, to fill the relationship of in- 
terests that exists between Jews of 
different nationalities with content, 
by giving them a bigger role to play 
in each other’s affairs. Otherwise the 
bonds may weaken again; and that 
would be fatal.

Sir. — Israel’s trade unionists in 
concert with Israeli industrialists 
(which are one and the same here) 
have never read a report released 
some years ago in the United States 
which indicated that productivity 
had little to do with long working 
hours. In fact the report showed that 
workers working a four-day 30-hour 
week were far more productive than 
workers putting In a 35-hour five-day 
work week. The reasons had to do 
with the tempo of the working day 
and leisure which afforded the 
worker time to unwind and In- 
creased his overall efficiency. 

This report did get some play in 
the Israel press and then went the 
way of other reports which are in 
conflict with Israel-held sacred 
cows. Israeli industrialists sup- 
ported by the Hlstadrut still believe, 
as did the capitalists during the dark 
ages of the industrial revolution, that 
maximum productivity Is achieved 
by squeezing the worker dry and ex- 
ploiting every free moment of the 
work force. How incongruous ' that 
such a notion should be held in a so- 
called socialist economy and sup- 
ported by a trade union.
